Vaccination Recommended 
New York Racing Commission

TO OWNERS AND TRAINERS: 

In 1957 the Commission, acting on the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Animal In¬ 
dustry of the Department of Agriculture and 
Markets of the State of New York, directed that 
all horses racing in New York should be vac¬ 
cinated with a series of two injections of bivalent 
vaccine (Eastern and Western strains) against 
equine encephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness). 

Acting at the request of a number of owners 
and trainers, and of the Greater New York 
Association Inc., owning and operating the race¬ 
tracks in New York State, the Commission has 
determined not to issue a directive for such 
vaccination at this time, and to substitute there¬ 
fore a strong recommendation that such vac¬ 
cination be completed at least 21 days before 
the entry of your horses into the State of New 
York. 

In substituting this strong recommendation 
for a positive directive, the Commission would 
point out that if there should be an incidence 
of equine encephalomyelitis (sleeping sick¬ 
ness) in New York, the Commission would be 
required to institute a close and drastic quaran¬ 
tine on all horses which have not been inoculated 
twenty-one days prior to the quarantine and to 
set up an embargo against the entrance of horses 
until proof can be furnished of the requirement 
that they have been inoculated at least twenty- 
one days prior to shipment to New York. 

The Commission believes that owners and 
trainers have been alerted to the seriousness of 
this disease and the risks that they run in not 
having their horses vaccinated.

BRR-R-R: The mercury didn’t climb above 
the freezing point at Bowie on Saturday, Feb¬ 
ruary 8, but an astonishingly good crowd of 
17,971 fans turned out to witness history’s 
earliest opening of the northern racing season. 
Most of the fans arrived by private auto, but 
trains of the Pennsylvania Railroad brought in 
1,271 fans from Philadelphia, 650 from Balti¬ 
more and 592 from Washington. Buses cara- 
vaned 583 cool customers from New York, 142 
from Jersey City and Newark and 228 from 
Camden. Handle for the day was $1,225,751, 
thanks largely to the influx of the out-of- 
towners. 

A cold wind slanted down the stretch as 
Cary C. Boshamer’s Miss Piedmont won the 
first of some 1,000 races to be decided on the 
Maryland major circuit this season. Since she 
had wintered in the piney warmth of the Caro- 
linas, it is presumed the filly’s haste had some¬ 
thing to do with the temperature. 

The $7,500 Early Bird Purse, fashioned un¬ 
der allowance conditions for four-year-olds and 
up at five and one-half furlongs, was the feature 
of the inaugural program. Pine Echo, more 
noted for speed than tenacity, albeit a two-time 
stakes winner in Florida, was first home in the 
Early Bird, but his number was taken down for 
.carrying Sand Boy wide in the stretch. Under 
the revised placings, Sand Boy was ruled the 
winner, Honeys Tiger was placed second and 
Pine Echo, third. 

Running time for the five and a half fur¬ 
longs over a slow track was 1:06-2/5. Sand 
Boy, a six-year-old gelded son of Colony Boy- 
Rose Sand, by Rosemont, is owned by George 
W. Parker. Bennie Green rode the A. J. Coch¬ 
ran-trained winner. 

HORSE FOR A COURSE: Having launched 
his claim in the Early Bird, George W. Parker’s 
Sand Boy affirmed it in the Abraham Lincoln, 
first stakes to be offered in Maryland this year. 
This one was very much of a near thing, how¬ 
ever, as the winner prevailed by only a nose 
over Mrs. W. B. Dietrich’s Honey’s Tiger. 

The five-and-a-half furlong Abe Lincoln, run 
on the natal anniversary of the Great Emanci¬ 
pator, attracted a field of nine, with Edward 
Siravo’s Pine Echo a 3-to-5 choice. The favorite 


was first to clear the gate, held command for a 
half mile, or until displaced by White Cachet, 
then weakened to finish fourth. Sand Boy, 
which had been eased back off the pace after 
breaking smartly, picked up Pine Echo, White 
Cachet and Honey’s Tiger in the stretch. The 
winner’s margin over the latter was a nose. 

The track for the Lincoln was fast, or rela¬ 
tively so. The winner’s time was 1:06-1/5. 
Last year Sand Boy, which was bred by Mrs. 
J. L. A. duPont, won five of 21 starts, two of 
his victories being at Bowie. He raced under a 
$10,000 claiming tag at Garden State last Octo¬ 
ber but found no takers. 

Sand Boy’s take-home pay in the Abe Lincoln 
was $7,163.75. 

THE FANS WHO CAME TO DINNER: 
Twenty, 30 or 40 years from now, when young 
children wonder aloud why it doesn’t snow like 
it used to, their elders will tell them of the 
"blizzard of ’58.” "That was the year,” old- 
timers will begin, "that they were runnin’ the 
Preakness before they located all the cars 
marooned at Bowie in that storm. Why it was 
snowing so thick and fast that the starting gate 
had to be dug out between races. The snow 
was so high that the horses were fitted with 
snorkel tubes. . . ” 

The snowstorm that hit Bowie on February 
15—a sort of belated comic Valentine—wasn’t 
quite as bad as all that. But give it time. 

On the morning of the 15th the Baltimore 
Weather Bureau forecast a fall of from three 
to six inches. Storm warnings were up on the 
Bay and the Expressway. But they did not keep 
13,554 fans from performing solemn acts of 
devotion at Bowie. 

The feature of the day, the Miss Maryland 
(nomenclature no doubt designed to warm the 
blood of the male horse-player) was won by 
Knollwood Stable’s Movitave. This three-year- 
old daughter of Colonel Mike-Littlewhitelie, by 
Ramillies, was making her first appearance of 
the new season, and launched 1958 in the same 
auspicious manner in which she closed 1957. 

Movitave was unplaced only twice last year, 
while winning 6 of her 13 starts and showed 
best in the fall over longer distances. She was 
second to Sew It Up in the Maryland Futurity 
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Howie Photo

and won the Pimlico Breeders. Movitave is 
trained by J. Bowes Bond and she may be the 
best filly to come under the Towson condition¬ 
er’s care since Brazen Brat. 

The Miss Maryland brought out a field of ten 
fillies, only one of which had the benefit of a 
conditioner, an earlier prep having failed to 
fill. Movitave and John A. Hoy’s Amplitude 
were first to show from the gate. The former 
was eased back as the latter was joined by Stan¬ 
ley Sagner’s Sew It Up. 

Movitave, sharing top weight of 118 pounds 
with Sew It Up, was just too much filly for 
her rivals in the stretch, drawing clear to post 
a length-and-a-half score. Mrs. Walter A. Ed¬ 
gar’s Milady Dares, which earned checks in the 
Selima, Maryland Futurity and Pimlico Breed¬ 
ers last fall, was second, four lengths clear of 
Sew It Up, which held a nose decision over 
Amplitude. 

Goree G. Waugh’s Melisse appeared in dis¬ 
tress throughout the race, collapsed and died 
after crossing the finish wire. Her death was 
attributed to heart failure. 

By the time the feature had been run, the 
snow was coming down in thick order and a 
scramble was made for the parking lots. With 
egress roads covered by several inches of slip¬ 
pery snow, traffic jams soon resulted, which vir¬ 
tually cut off the traffic arteries. Radio broad¬ 
casts that evening reported that between 3,000 
and 5,000 cars were stranded in the immediate 
vicinity of the track. 


Thousands sought refuge in the Bowie club¬ 
house and grandstand. The Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road dispatched a special train to the track to 
pick up hundreds of stranded motorists. The 
overflow had to be accommodated in another 
emergency train. Even so, hundreds spent the 
evening at the track, some in cars, others in 
the warmth of the clubhouse. 

By morning, 17 inches of snow covered the 
track property and about 500 cars still were 
marooned on the parking lots. Others were 
abandoned along the roads leading from the 
track. It was a week before the last of them 
were claimed by their owners.

After a five-day suspension due to the snow, 
Bowie reopened on Saturday, February 22, sans 
the $15,000 Washington Stakes and the $12,500 
Burch Memorial Handicap which had been 
scheduled for the program. Without race train 
service from the Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
was having troubles of its own realigning its 
schedules, Bowie hosted 11,460 fans. The pool 
amounted to $869,277. 

NEW LEASE ON LIFE: The latest in a 
series of bills (S.B. 42, introduced by Thomas 
F. Dempsey, D., Third Baltimore) to facilitate 
the consolidation of Pimlico and Laurel 
reached the voting stage in the Senate on Feb¬ 
ruary 24. It was narrowly defeated by a vote 
of 15 to 14, and to all practical intents and 


purposes this action stifles the merger at the 
1958 session of the Legislature. 

Always a highly controversial issue, the 
merger plan came to a boil in the State House 
last month. In some quarters it was felt that 
the bill shouldn’t even be considered at the 
short session of the General Assembly, which 
had as its chief business the balancing of a 
record budget. 

A joint legislative hearing was held in the 
Senate Chamber, February 14, to air all phases 
of the bill, during which time D. Eldred Rine¬ 
hart, chairman of the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, endorsed his group’s sponsorship of 
the bill. Rinehart reviewed Pimlico’s rezoning 
difficulties and termed the Belvedere Avenue 
course’s stabling area a "rat-infested firetrap.” 

At the same hearing, the "Save Pimlico" 
Committee was heard from for the first time. 
Represented by Charles C. G. Evans, the Save 
Pimlico group attacked the merger plan as 
detrimental to the best interests of sports-loving 
Baltimoreans. 

It was brought out at the hearing that the 
much-discussed 24-acre tract east of Old Pim¬ 
lico Road had been denied commercial rezon¬ 
ing but that the owners of the property, Pim¬ 
lico, had not made a new recent appeal. The 
site is coveted by the Baltimore School Board 
for the building of a senior high school. 

Further, it was stated that although Pimlico 
had made much of the fact that permission to 
rezone this tract had been repeatedly denied, 
the track actually uses only AV 2 of the 24 
acres for parking.

Laurel Stakes 

The Chesapeake Stakes, Maryland’s tradi¬ 
tional pre-Derby trial for three-year-olds, is 
scheduled for Saturday, April 19, two weeks 
prior to the Louisville event, Laurel officials 
revealed recently. 

In naming the date for the 37th running of 
the Chesapeake, track executives listed the five 
other stakes, including the 45th $25,000 Laurel 
Handicap on April 26, that are on the agenda 
for the March 31-May 3 spring meet. There will 
be no racing on Good Friday, April 4, giving 
Laurel 29 days of sport. 

Carrying a $20,000-added prize, the mile-and- 
a-sixteenth route of the Chesapeake gives train¬ 
ers of Triple Crown aspirants a good indication 
of what their horses can do over a distance of 
ground. 

Whiskery, Cavalcade, War Admiral and Cita¬ 
tion went on to Kentucky to win the Derby, 
after adding their names to the list of Chesa¬ 
peake heroes. 

On April 12, a week prior to the Chesapeake, 
candidates for the longer race will be able to 
sharpen their speed in the Chesapeake Trial, a 
$10,000-added event for three-year-olds at three- 
quarters of a mile. 

The Capitol Handicap, Laurel’s traditional 


opening stakes race in the spring, will start the 
meeting again this year. Set for Monday, March 
31, it is staged at three-quarters of a mile and 
carries a $10,000-added purse. It is for three- 
year-olds and upward. 

On April 5, the first Saturday of the Laurel 
meet, fillies and mares, aged three and up, will 
be spotlighted in the six-furlong Cherry Blos¬ 
som Handicap, also endowed with $10,000- 
added. 

The Laurel Handicap, on April 26, is Laurel’s 
oldest stakes race. First run in 1913, it is for 
three-year-olds and upward at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth with the winner receiving the major por¬ 
tion of a $25,000 added purse. 

Closing the meet on Saturday, May 3, will be 
the Laurel Spring Turf Handicap, over the mile 
and a sixteenth distance. This will be the second 
running of the $10,000 added feature. 

Nominations to all six stakes close Saturday, 
March 15. 

The stakes list follows: 

March 31—Capitol Handicap, $10,000, three- 
year-olds and up, 6 furlongs. 

April 5—Cherry Blossom Handicap, $10,000. 
three-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 6 fur¬ 
longs. 

April 12—Chesapeake Trial, $10,000, three- 
year-olds, 6 furlongs. 

April 19—Chesapeake Stakes, $20,000, three- 
year-olds, 1 1/16 miles. 

April 26—Laurel Handicap, $25,000, three- 
year-olds and up, 11/16 miles. 

May 3—Laurel Spring Turf Handicap, $10,- 
000, three-year-olds and up, 1 1/16 miles (turf).

Feb. 7. Learned that the Career Boy syndi¬ 
cate had been completed and that the young 
horse’s book is full for 1958. That was quick 
work. Mr. Peter Jay (Career Boy stands at his 
Windmill Farm) points out that * Advocate 
and * Northern Star are still available. 

Feb. 8. Went to Bowie for opening day ex¬ 
citement. Had not attended a horserace since 
mid-December. Big crowd, with clients coming 
all the way from New York to help ease load of 
Maryland taxpayers.

Grinsfelder and Saddler, proprietors of the win¬ 
ning stable. Then grabbed the first train out— 
the Philadelphia special. Enjoyed pleasant ride 
through winter wonderland of Prince Georges 
and Anne Arundel Counties. 

Spent evening listening to radio bulletins re¬ 
garding situation at Bowie. 

Feb. 16. Snow and more bulletins. 

Feb. 17. Snow still around. No racing. Alan

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STALLION REPORT 

by Joe B. Hickey, Jr. 



TWO YEARS ago a stallion survey was 
undertaken in Maryland to afford local 
horsemen the opportunity to analyze at close 
range the performance records of the numerous 
Thoroughbreds standing in the State. The ini¬ 
tial report—a reduction of the national picture 
to one of provincial dimensions—was published 
in the March, 1956 issue of The Maryland 
Horse. 

The 1958 survey includes every Maryland 
stallion which sired the winner of a race in 
1957, and is divided into the three standard 


classifications: General Sire List, Sires of Two- 
Year-Old Winners and Broodmare Sires. 

Each, in turn, is broken down into three seg¬ 
ments: First Money, Most Winners, and Most 
Races Won. 

Statistics are taken from those published by 
The Blood-Horse, and the author is indebted to 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation, Inc., for permission to use them. 

The 1958 roster of Thoroughbred stallions 
standing at stud in Maryland was published in 
the January issue of this magazine. There are

$265,680 in first monies last year. Of the 22 
winners Discovery had out in 1957, two were 
the winners of five stakes. * Hunters Moon 
IV, Maryland’s leading sire in 1956, was run¬ 
ner-up to Discovery in first money won, but 
led local stallions as the sire of 41 winners of 
111 (including one dead-heat) races.

Last 
summer, Discovery’s health began to deterio¬ 
rate, prompting the decision to retire him 
from service. He was bred to seven mares dur¬ 
ing his last season at stud. 

SIRES OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS: The syndi¬ 
cate-owned Occupy, b.h.

Lip Tattoo Identifies Livestock 

A tattoo gun for applying identification mark¬ 
ing to the inside upper lip of livestock has been 
introduced by Animal Fashions, Division of In¬ 
land Manufacturing Co. 

Tattooing the animal’s registration number 
inside the upper lip is generally accepted as the 
ideal method for distinguishing similar animals, 
identifying animals being sold and preventing 
thefts.

Clean the lip area, wipe on a little local 
anesthetic, position the gun and pull the trigger. 
The tattoo is applied without the animal’s feel¬ 
ing it. 

Complete kit includes tattoo gun, double set 
of numbers, ink, anesthetic with Q-tips for ap¬ 
plying, and directions. 

The instrument is a specially designed recoil 
gun, strongly built for long use. The black ink 
is permanent, easy to read and any attempt to 
alter the tattoo number is easily detected.

The Maryland Horse

The way of life at Golden Vein Farms is one 
of relaxation and enjoyment. Somehow, you 
wonder how the lady behind this bustling estab¬ 
lishment can be so easygoing. But Mrs. Bonnie 
Tubbs Watts directs the farm she owns compe¬ 
tently and calmly. 

Golden Vein or "Goldie,” as Mrs. Watts refers 
to him, was a chestnut Thoroughbred stallion 
foaled in 1931 and was the leading Maryland- 
bred winner in 1937. After winning 33 races 
under Mrs. Watts’ red-white-blue silks, he was 
retired from the track in *41. Goldie, by Golden 
Spire-Daisy Vein, by Ballot, was in the family 
from the time he was foaled because "his dam 
was Dad’s first Thoroughbred,” says Mrs. Watts. 

She comes by her love of animals quite naairal- 
ly. Her father, the late Dr. L. H. Tubbs, was a 
graduate of the University of Wisconsin and 
after practicing in the West and at Catonsville, 
he settled in Havre de Grace. 

Her mother, the late Mrs. Crickett Tubbs, 
was an equestrienne well known in the late 19th 
century. Before she came East—as a pianist— 


she was (and may still hold the title) champion 
relay rider. This is a test of 20 miles of hard rid¬ 
ing at a dead run, changing to a fresh horse 
each five miles. 

And just as our youngsters compete at fairs, 
so did Mrs. Tubbs. The climax event at one 
Kansas State Fair was a clownish sort of race— 
on mules. Mrs. Tubbs and her steed got half way 
’round the track when her mule decided to go 
back in the direction from which it had come. 
"The mule’s decision won out and Mother 
stayed with him, "says Mrs. Watts. "When it 
got back to the starting line, one of the notorious 
Younger brothers was present and quite enraged 
at the mule. He was ready to shoot the animal 
when a spectator intervened.” 

With this background, you’d expect nothing 
but spirit and spunk and that is Mrs. Watts. 

Eleven years ago, the old Hughes Spencer 
farm and the adjoining Verdun property were 
purchased and this was the beginning of the 180- 
acre Golden Vein Farms. Here, Golden Vein 
spent ten happy years before his death in 1956. 



Everything at Golden Vein is fun—and horses. Parades, drills and (more or less) fancy riding 
liven up the days for the lucky young folk who vacation at Mrs. Watts' unusual summer “resort.” 
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Youthful campers at Golden Vein enjoy the 
excitement of driving a lively trotting pony. 


Mrs. Watts has been handling animals all her 
life. "I’ve been officiating at the births of at least 
two Thoroughbreds each winter for the past 
thirty-one years,” she says. 'Tm going to stop— 
makes me sound old!” 

Mrs. Watts entered Johns Hopkins when the 
University first opened its doors to coeds. Then 
she was up and down the East Coast showing her 
champion Chihuahuas and German Shepherds. 
She gave one of the first Shepherds to the Seeing 
Eye School in Morristown, New Jersey. 

However, most of her interests are now cen¬ 
tered around her farms and she’s about them 
each day —and on occasional week-ends with her 
daughters, Twinkle and Bonnie Lee, when they 
come home from the University of Maryland. 
Twinkle is majoring in sociology and Bonnie 
Lee in education. 

The farm grows enough hay and barley to 
provide for the average 70 sheep and lambs, and 
the horses and ponies. There are no other crops. 
Except for the Chihuahuas, which are in the 
house, the rest of the land is turned over to the 
horses, ponies, cattle, Shepherds, one stray dog, 
Hobo, "that I just couldn’t turn away,” sheep, 
guineas and cats. 

Golden Vein Farms are a stretch of green 
pastures, white fences, woods, sparkling streams, 
and those lovely rolling Harford County hills. 

Mrs. Watts will be found in the barn showing 
her riding pupils how to care for, groom, and sad¬ 
dle up their mounts, standing in the show ring 
as riding instructor, or going out on rides 
through the farm’s many wooded trails. 

These trails, like everything else, are well- 
planned. Covering the entire trail area, one can 
have more than a good two-hour ride. One, quite 
aptly, is named Tranquil Trail. 

Another one of the trails got its name by 
sheer accident. A student rider, Nan Butterfield, 
took a few spills too many on a frisky Shetland; 
so it’s now known as Butterfield’s Defeat! Ever 
since then, Mrs. Watts has been searching for a 
small, quiet pony. 
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There’s never an idle moment the year round, 
and summer is the busiest season. Activity 
mounts during the latter part of June when 
children from Connecticut to Florida come to the 
Golden Vein Riding Camp. Mrs. Watts runs 
her camp on three two-week sessions, handling 
a limited enrollment of boys and girls from six 
to 14 years. 

She wasn’t aware that her modus operandi 
was unique until a representative from Harpers 
Bazaar (in writing up their directory for the 
American Camping Association) told her so. 
The idea is the 'return to a basic, relaxed living. 
Actually, it’s just a relaxed plan where the chil- 
ren aren’t chased around from one thing to 
another.” The only scheduled activity, and of 
course, the favorite, is horsemanship and that 
is strictly voluntary. Some of the other activities 
available to the campers are arts and crafts, 
history hikes, observation walks ("It’s amazing 
how the children kx>k forward to these,” 
says Mrs. Watts, telling about the latter), ball¬ 
room and folk dancing, games of all sorts, and 
excellent food served down in the Stone House. 
This stone house, by the way, abounds in history. 

The camp ends its season with a circus com¬ 
pletely planned and staged by the campers. Of 
this, Mrs. Watts said, "They won’t even let me 
see or hear anything about the circus—they get 
such a kick out of doing the entire thing by 
themselves.” 

Connected with this are many fond memories 
and, of course, the unexpected always comes 
about. One event that the Watts’ tell and retell 
involves Nifty, a small Shetland. Mrs. Watts had 
some riders out along the trails one day when 
Nifty decided to take advantage of his rider and

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grab some of that good-looking grass. After the 
pony enjoyed this tasty bit (and got his mouth 
stained with chlorophyl), his rider stared un¬ 
believingly, and called, "Mrs. Watts, look at this 
horse with the green lipstick! ” 

Although it is a full day just to handle the 
farms and all that goes on there, Mrs. Watts 
finds time to enjoy her Evergreen Garden Club, 
(she wins blue ribbons there, too!) to preside as 
chairman of the Havre de Grace Chapter of the 
Harford Horse and Pony Club, to enjoy mem¬ 
bership in the Harford County Historical Society, 
to be area head of the Civil Defense Horse 
Patrol, and to do volunteer work at a local, state, 
and veterans’ hospitals. 

At Christmas and Easter time each year, Mrs. 
Watts and her daughters take young lambs from 
their farms to two nearby mental hospitals. 
With the lambs tucked under their arms, they 
make the rounds through the wards and see faces 
light up at the sight of he cuddly animals. One 
patient in a mental institution stroked and petted 
one of the lambs and finally spoke to it. 

Later, a nurse told Mrs. Watts that this was 
the first word that patient had said in years. 

If you ever go into the main horse barn at 
Christmas time, you will see how popular the 
horses and ponies are. Summer campers and year- 


round students send their remembrances to "his" 
or "her" mount. Gaily colored Christmas cards 
decorate the stall door of each horse and pony 
and the packages range from a gift to be used on 
the horse to a mobile of sugar, carrots, and 
apples. 

It must be very gratifying to give and get so 
much out of life. But then, that’s the Golden 
Vein Way.
